Manila, April 23.— Lust week has 
been one of the bloodiest of the war 
since the first dny's fighting around 
Manila. Authentic reports, mostly 
official, show a total of 37H Filipinos 
killed, 12 officers and 244 men cn\>- 
lured and many more wounded. The 
number wounded is hardly guessnble. 
Considering that the Filipinos entire- 
ly lack hospital facilities, a great ma- 
jority of the wounded will die. Prob- 
ably the week's work finished 1,000 in- 
surgents. The Americans' loss was 9 
killed and 10 wounded.
